After some discussion in which Quinn and 
other delegates indulged in much denuncie- 
tion of Mr. Wayman for his alleged inactiv- 
ity in prosecuting the graf ters,“ the resolu- 
tion was referred to the executive board for 
investigation.

Renew Fight on Madden. 

The fight on Skinny Madden marks the 
first effort of the federation to take a hand 
in the present Madden warfare, though the 
federation five years ago ousted the erst- 
while labor czar from its ranks, after Mad- 
den made an attempt to break up the or- 
ganization upon being shorn of hig autocratic 
power in that body. 

The subject came up on a resolution from

dent of the league and son of the Rev. 
William E. Barton, pastor of the church: 

Is the spirit of Jesus Christ more domi- 
nant in business, politics, and international 
affaira than when you entered public life? 

“Is it an advantage or a disadvantage for 


a public man today to be known as a pro- 
fessing Christian?“ 


David Starr Jordan’s Reply. 

David Starr Jordan, president of Leland 
Stanford university, said in his reply: 

“* The spirit of Jesus,’ that is to say, the 
spirit of kindliness, consideration, and truth- 
fulness, Ig more dominant in public affairs 
now than at any previous time. In some 
ways those things which are the reverse of 
this spirit are more conspicuous, but that 


is because they are brought into the lime- 


light of the struggle against them. 

To be known as a professing Christian, 
and to be known to live up to what this 
ought to mean, i certainly an advantage 
for a man in public life.“ 

Speaker Joseph G. Cannon replied: 

“ The influence of Christ's teachings is con- 
stantly spreading among the people; but the 
eritice and sensational accusers of men in 
representative place, while perhaps no more 
sensational or unfair than in the past, have 
a greater opportunity to spread their criti- 
eisms and accusations than ever before, and 
also a greater incentive to indulge in criticism 
and sensational accusations, even without 
personal ‘feeling; because there is a ready 
market for such wares in a sensational press 
which accepts them without any proof what- 
ever,” 


From John G. Shedd. 

From John G. Shedd, president of Marshall 
Field & Co., came the following reply: 

ee believe the broad, catholic spirit, as rep- 
resented by the life and teachings of Christ, 
is more ‘prevalent throughout the entire 
world today than it was either ten years or 
half a century ago.“ 

Harry Pratt Judson; president of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, replied: 

“In my opinion the Christian spirit has far 
larger influence in politics, in business, and in 
international affairs in general than was the 
case a generation since. 

“I do not heliéve that it was.ever disad- 
vantageous in the larger sense for a public 
man to be known as a professing Christian. 
In the harrower sense of catering to public 
opinion I don’t regard thé question as worthy 
of consideration.“

net organise for the purpose and with the 
intent of monopolizing the business in which 
they are engaged, rather than economize in 
the cost of producing their goods. 

The president emphatically believes in 
properly regulated combinations for the 
purpose of economizing in the cost of pro- 
duction and expenses and thus enabling the 
products to reach the consumers more 
cheaply than otherwise, would be possible, 


Knock Out the “Objections.” 

The president discusses the objections and 
advantages of a netional incorporation law. 
With reference to objections, he foresees 
that the law will be opposed on the ground 


that it will be unconstitutional. 


He points out that the courts have deter- 
mined that congress has the power to create 
corporations for the purpose of carrying on 
interstate commerce, He says also that if 
congress has the power to control and regu- 
late interetate commerce, as the courts have 
held, it can unquestionably control and regu- 
late the instrumentalities by which that com- 
merce is carried on. 

The president then refers to the probable 
opposition which will arise to his proposi- 
tion on the ground thet it tends to a centrai- 
ization of power in the national government. 
In answer to this he suggests that only the 
‘arger corporations, in his opinion, would 
decide to take advantage of the law, al- 
though all could do so. 


No New Power Taken. 
He says also that, in his judgment; it would 


. not be any greater centralization of power to 


regulate commerce effectively rather than 
ineffectively. — 

The real thing to be considered is the com- 
merce itself, and if the states cannot effect- 
ively regulate it, then the federal govern- 
ment should do so under the powers which it 


| derives from the constitution. Moreover, 


corporate business has become national, and 
fis regulation should be such. 

The only way by which congress can fur- 
nish a means for the legitimate combinations 
of capital to do business on a large scale id 
to place the creation and control of corpora- 

‘tions under the federal government. The 
states now create the corporations, giving 
them certain powers with reterenoq to the 
issuing of stocks and bonds and the holding 
of stock interests in other corporations. 
Nation to Demand Secrets. 

Under such conditions the federal govern- 
ment cannot control the corporations unless 
they be in restraint of trade, in which case 
they fall under the Sherman act. 

The president therefore recommends, as 
one of the provisions of the proposed law,that 
the bureau of corporations shall supervise 
the issue of stocks and bonds and that one 
corporation shall be prohibited from owning 
any stock in another.

He has no objection, however, to the rail- 
roads taking out national incorporation pa- 
pérg, and, while the draft of the message he 
has submitted to his cabinet does not say 
so, it is understood he would be willing to 
approve a national incorporation act for the 
interstate carriers, vesting control, however, 
in the interstate commerce commission in- 
stead of the bureau of corporations.

Effects of American Money.

One man has been in America five years 
end wants to come back, but is unable to 
Make enough mony to pay for his 
They send back on an average of from $200 
to $400 a year.

FLYER DITCHED: NONE KILLED 


Rock Island Limited Stops on 
Brink of Ravine. 


SEX: PASSENGERS ARE HURT. 


Engine Piston Rod Breaks and Falls 
to Track. 


Passepgers in four coaches of the Golden 
State Limited on the Rock Island railroad 
were thrown in heaps and the cars left sus- 
pended above a ravine thirty feet deep near 
Minooka, III., when the train was derailed at 
midnight on Saturday while speeding west- 
ward at a rate of fifty miles an hour. 

The heavy locomotive and the flawless car 
couplings prevented the derailed cars from 
crashing to the bottom of the embankment 
and crushing the imprisoned passengers. 
Only one passenger, Clarence Stone of Clin- 
ton, Ia., was injured seriously. Three of his 


ribs were crushed, Five persons were bruised } 


severely. Several passengers came near roll- 
ing down thesteep embankment as they were 
being helped from their precarious position. 

The wreck was the fourth in the Chicago 
' district in a few weeks in which speeding pas- 
senger trains have been derailed and-hurled 
to the side of the embankment. 


Piston Rod Breaks, Derails Cars. 

The Golden State limited, which usually 
leaves Chicago at 9 o'clock at night, was 
delayed because of a wreck at the crossing 
of the Rock Island and other roads in Joliet, 
and Engineer Paul Brigge of Chicago was 
making up time. A big piston rod broke and 
dropped to the tracks. The steel rails were 
ripped loose from the ties, and the coaches 
shot off from the roadbed, The engineer, 
with the first bump of the engine, closed 
the throttle and applied the air brakes. 

All of the cars were derailed, but the Pull- 
mans came to a standstill on the brink of 
the embankment. The baggage car, two 
chair cars. and a tourist sleeper were over- 
turned and were thrown down the slope 
which ends ne. None ot the tram 
erew Was h thermen hurried to the 
assistance of | 10 imprisoned passengers, whe 
smashed car windows and were lifted to 
Bafety. * 

Baby Safe and Happy. 

One woman was rescued in a hysterical 
condition, and after she was safe, remem- 
bered she had left her baby in one of the 
chair cars. The child was found sitting 
quietly in a corner, unhurt and net fright- 
ned in the least by ite flying trip from a 
seat to the floor. 

When the wrecking crew arrived. to clear 
the tracks a temporary trestle was built 
beneath the pendent coaches, and the conp- 
lings were reinforced by cables to guard 
against their breaking loose and rolling to 
the bottom of the embankment.

2.—[{Special.]—Agnes 
Booth, the famous actress of two decades or 
more ago, wife of John B. Schoeffel; manager 
of the Tremont theater; Boston, died at her 
home in Brookline today, aged 68 years. She 
had been fll for nearly a year of heart trou- 
ble. 

The funeral will be held Wednesday fore- 
noon and will be private. The burial serv- 
ice will be read at Mrs. Schoeffel’s country 
house in Manchester, where the actress had

your editorial today on “the price and weight of 
bread,” you say that it is more than likely that there 
are too many small bakeries in Chicago, and in order 
that they may all live prices Keep up while weights 
so down. First, one would think from your words 
that the small baker has no right to make an honest 
living for his family, and that the. business all be 
longed to the trust, or large bakers. Second, ‘that. 
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while the baker has to pay 50 per cent more {oF iC “4 ö 


everything he uses in the manufacture of his wares, 
that he should still sell his bread at the same price 
he did when material was lower a few years ago. 


“Why not make the millér sell his four at the same 
price he did five years ago? Of course wheat costs 
more, but that ought not make any difference, I think 
you would better turn your guns on Patten, board of 
trade, our congressmen down east, and the tariff on 
wheat, if you want to do the wage earner a favor, 
and not attack the poor devil of a small baker who 
has to toil from Sfteen to eighteen hours a day. He 
has Hard knocks enough trying to make ends meet, 
without being held up before the public as a masked 
robber. 

‘Third, while there may be a class of shops in base- 
ments that should be put out of the way, all small 
shops are not in basements, neither are all basement 
shops dirty, as you try to lead the public to believe. 


Fourth, if you are really interested in this bread 
question I would suggest that you attend one of the 
bakers’ conventions and see for yourself how the 
bakers are struggling with this price and weight

Domestic difficulties, it is said, were the 
Mrect cause of the resignation of the Rev. 
C. G. Kindred as pastor of the Christian 
church of Englewood a week ago. Friends 
of the pastor and his wife said yesterday they 
regarded the separation of Dr. and Mrs. 
Kindred as the logical next step. 

The clergyman has confided to his closest, 
friends that he and Mrs. Kindred did not live 
happily together, and that they would part 
later. Mre. Kindred says, however, she has 
no intention of leaving her husband or break- 
ing up the family, in which are two children. 
Helen and Keith. Frederic P. Vose, attor- 
ney for Dr. Kindred, also asserted there 
would be no separation. 

A year ago Dr. Kindred attempted to resign 
his pastorate, but remained at the solicitation , 
of his parishioners. His reason for leaving 
‘the ministry, he says, is that he cannot urge 
his congregation to follow the gospel when 
he feels it has not brought happiness to his 
own home. He says all the merabers of his 
church know of his domestic infelicity, and it 
is better that he should quit the pulpit. 


Several Causes of Jangle. 

According to the friends of. the Kindreds 
their domestic Incompatibility 1s due to a 
number of causes, the leanness of the min- 
isterial purse, the necessity that the pastor 
codperate with other women in church work, 
and the exactions made of the wife of a 
clergyman being enumerated.

„ have known Dr. Kindred probably as 
intimately as any minister in Chicago,”’ he 
said, “ and both he and Mrs. Kindred always 
have seemed most affectionate. I had no idea 
there was any trouble of that nature. I had 
understood that Dr. Kindred’s resignation 
was sent in because of his Ill health.” , 


Wife Says she Will Stay. 

“YT don't care to say anything about our 
domestic difficulties,” Mrs, Kindred said at 
the family residence, 6421 Stewart avenue. 
J can’t understand why Dr. Kindred should 
have said the things he is quoted as saying. 
There is going to be no separation—Ii can say 
that, for I am going to stay right here with 
him and the children. 

„ Difficulties? Yes, we have had them, but 
they have beep of no greater consequence, I 
think, than those of other married persons. 
I cannot understand why I should be blamed, 
for I do not feel that I have been retponzible 
for my husband giving up his church work. 
He has talked of quitting the ministry for a 
tong time and going into business. That is 
his plan now, I believe. As to what sor of 
business he will engage in, I cannot say, ex- 
cept I belleve he expects to remain in Chi- 
cago.

In the southern valleys are to be found 
the remnants of ‘prehistoric canals, with 
fragments of ancient pottery near by. This 
indicates that Utah shares with Arizona the 
honor of having been the home of ancient. 
forgotten tribes that titted the soil by means 
of irrigation. But the early canala became 
choked with the dust of centuries, while 
those who built them passed into oblivion. 

It was not until the coming of the Mormon 
pioneers in 1847 that present day irrigation 
methods began to be practiced. The early 
settiers found that they either must water 
the land artificially or starve, so they set 
to work to find the best way to solve the 
problems. While mastering these diffical- 
tles they devised the plan of public aid in 
the form of a loan, of cobperation. and of the 
small farm unit. Several mistakes were 
made by the pioneers, one of the most serious 
being the farm town plan, which is gener- 
ally declared to have proved a fallure for 
it ig now conceded that the farmer must live’ 
on the farm to succeed. 

After having received the benefit of an 
early energetic start in its agricultural 


_ advancement, Utah began to lose ground to 


such an extent that today there are com- 
paratively few easterners Who realize the 
great possibilities of the farming and fruit 
lands within a few hundred miles of Salt 
Lake City. 


. Utah to Give Other States Race. 

Spurred. Into activity by the sight of thon--| 
sands of séttiers who passed on to various 
localities and settled Idaho, Washington 
and other states, the friends of

Re- 
sults achieved in Washington, California, 
Oregon, Idaho, and Colorado caused a study 
of conditions in Utah, where the more pro-

Exhibits displayed at Tun Tripune’s land 
show convinced many that Utah has good 
cause to dispute the leadership with other 
states. The products of her orchards at- 
tracted general attention because of the at- 
tractive color, flavor, and keeping qualities. 
Apples grown on cheap land in localities 
never before heard of locally as fruit centers 
could hardly be distinguished from the prod- 
uct of places where the acre price was com- 
puted in four figures. It was in this regard 
that Utah furnished the biggest surprise and 
attracted attention from prospective settlers. 


Utah Resources of the Best. 


One of the officials in charge of the Utah 
exhibit said: “All states are struggling for 
supremacy in the world’s markets, with the 
result that a more vigorous effort is being 
put forth @ach year. Utah can, and is, pro- 
ducing fruit equal to any sent out from the 
other western states. It aleo has climatic 
and soli conditions that are at least on a par 
with other western states, and with the same 
expenditure of energy and united effort will 
establish a reputation second to none. Wher- 
ever Utah fruit, properly packed, has been 
exhibited there has been a demand for more, 


for commercial purposes and the number of [ 
varieties set out is smaller. 
very fruit growing section has made the, 
mistake at first of planting too many varie- 
ties, many of which have no commercial 
merit, and the natural result is a flooding of 
the local market, consequently the fruit sells 
below the profitable figures. This led to the 
neglect of some of our orchards and gave the 
industry a setback. But today the miscella- 
neous varieties are being replaced and the 
business is getting on a proper basts. 
Toward the south, still farther, are found 
the San Pete and Sevier vaileys, which rank 
among the most attractive spote in the state. 
The picturesque features in these valleys 
appeal to even the most casual visitor. It is 
in these localities that some of the most 
tempting opportunities are now offered, as 
the land values remain at a reasonable 
figure. In another direction the valley of 
Green river is receiving the benefit of 
promoters’ activities. In the southern 
part of the N the semi- tropical locality 
called Dirie is producing pomegranates.

Help Private Irrigation. 

Private irrigation is heiped in Utah by the 
reservoir land grant fund out of which loans 
are made under the direction of the state 
board of land commissioners. ‘The loan is 
not made for more then 40 per cent of the 
value of the security and is at 5 per cent. 
One-tenth of the loan is repaid every year 
after the completion of the reservoir. Fur- 
ther reclamation work is going on along the 
shores of Great Salt lake, where methods of 
removing alkali are being etudied success-

GOOD RESULTS, HOWEVER 


Decrease in Receipts of. Live 
Stock at Chicago Is Shown 
in Report. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 2—That half the 
meat eaten in the United States can be called 
uninspected and that a real and serious dan- 
ger to the public exists as a result is one 
of the conclusions reached by Dr. A. D. Mel- 
vin, chief of the United States bureau of 
animal indystry, in his annual report to the 
secretary of agriculture. 

Inefficiency of the government inspection 
beeause of its lack of authority to reach busi- 
ness done éntirely within a state is given as 
one of the causes, and Dr. Melvin points out 

he great need of ‘supplementing the govern- 
ment inspection of meats with state and 
municipal inspections, 


Chicago Live Stock Receipts Less. 
Wihicago’s receipts of live stock have stead- 
declined in volume since 1905, according 
the report. The falling off was more 
eable there in the last year than in 
the big live stock mafkets of the 
The réason is said to lie largely in 
f 17 per cent in the receipts of hogs. 
ts of packing house products 
out of Chicago the report says:

The 
largest losses appear under the heads of 
fresh beef, canned meats, and lard, pickled 
beef being the only item which shows a 
satisfactory increase over the correspond- 
ing figures of preceding years." 


. 
Service Not Always Adequate. . 

One result of the federal inspection is to 
cause the diversion of diseased and sus- 
picious looking animals to the uninspected 
establishments, where they are slaughtered 
for the local market, says the report. 

“Many cities have an inspection service, 
but few have an adequate force, and the in- 
spection often consists of merely examining 
the meat as offered for sale in the markets 
when it is usually impossible to detect disease 
the evidence of which may have been re- 
moved with the viscera or organs, gays Dr. 
Melvin.

Inspection Produces Results. 


Despite the shortcomings of the inspection 
it has many advantages and is producing re- 
eults.which are increasing from year to year, 
Dr. Melvin shows in his report. With the 
new law a steady improvement in the sani- 
tation of packing houses has been brought 
about, and as à result there has been a con- 
tiderable decrease in the amount of meat 
condemned in the inspections. 

Notwithstanding the efforts to give a com- 
petent inspection, the service has been un- 
justly attacked, the report asserts. The in- 
cident at East St. Louis is recalled, and Dr 
Melvin says the charges there had their 
foundation in animus and not ip fact, In 

some cases other attacks were the result of 
ignorance. of conditions or misrepresenta- 
Jon of facts. Thorough investigation of 
some cases of ptomaine poisoning charged 
to meat proved that in not one of the in- 
stances could the trouble be properly 
ascribed to that cause. In other cases ty- 


phoid fever had been found in schools where 


reports of ptomaine poisoning were circu- 
lated. 

“Such instances,” says Dr. Melvin, 
“should be sufficient to show that credence 
should not be placed in rep lrts reflecting 
Against the meat inspection.“ 


Service as Whole Is Beneficial. 

In a for of 2,500 people engaged in in- 
epecting meat, Dr. Melvin declares, it would 
not be unusual if some one were found un- 
worthy. All men are liable to errors in judg- 
ment, and considering. the immense amount 


ef meat inspected, if it should happen that 


meat which should be condemned were 


passed, the amount was such an infinitest- 


mal part of the entire quantity that it did 
not affect the value and the integrity of the 
service as a whole. 

More than 36,900,000 animals were inspect- 
ed at the time of slaughter during the fiscal 
year just closed, and more than 1,000,000 
were condemned in whole or in part. On re- 
inspection more than 25.000,000 pounds 3 
meat and meat products were conde 
Which had become unwholesome sin 
spection at the time of slaughter.

Cash dealers 
who are usually well informed as to actual 
conditions are hopelessly mixed in their 
views. There are as many holding bullish 
views as there are bears, Those who are 
bullish are of the opinion that the govern- 
ment has overestimated the winter wheat 
crop, this view being given color by the 
comparatively light offerings in spite of the 
uniformly high cash prices in all markets. 

In regard to the prospective movement 
there will undoubtedly be a continued liberal 
run in the spring wheat country, as receipts 
have deen kept back by the strike ns. 
In other sections recent arrivals havé shown 
a tendency to increase, but to date there has 
been no shading of cash prices in the south- 
west, and shipments have béen large enough 
to make accumulations of consequence im- 
possible. 


* Active Flour Trade Expected, 

Winter wheat millers have had an excel- 
lent seasom the last year, / and it is statetd 
that even during the holiday period orders 
have been received with more than the ueua) 
frequency. Active trade in flour is predicted 
from now on. 
the milling demand for wheat may be ex- 
pected to continue sufficiently brisk to afford 
a high basis for spot wheat. 

Strong interests appear to be accumulating 
May wheat in this market. The last week 
Armour has bought May and sold December, 
forcing the premium for May from Me to 
10c, and commission houses, have taken 
enough May on all the soft spots, absorbing 
the floating supply and leaving the shorts 
no alternative but to cover at advancing 
quotations. At the same time there has been 
no attempt to force a much higher range, 
and bullish flurries have been nipped in the 
bud every time they threatened to develop 
into a runaway market.

Foreign Situation Is Stronger. 
From a foreign standpoint the situation 
Was a little more bullish, Argentine news be- 
ing disappointing and English and conti- 
nental markets showing a little more ten- 
dency to higher prices. Liverpool has ruled 
comparatively strong during the week, re- 
fiecting the bullish advices from Sauth Amer- 
ica, tie light Kocks in the unlied singaom, 
and the high prices for spot wheat. Much 
concern has been felt in regard to the quality 
of Argentine wheat, which is said to de in- 
ferior, and there is @@ubt about its grading 
high enough to be delivered on contracts. 

Late cables from the Argentine said that 
the damage from frost was more than esti- 
mated early and that the crop would’ be 
under an average and of poor quality. Grow- 
ers and dealers in that country hold bullish 
views, but there has not been an active ex- 
port demand there so far. ‘The. official Ar- 
gentine report estimates the crop this year 
at 157,000,000 bu, against 161,000,000 bu a 
year ago. Other estimates are even lower, 
one French importer having advices indi- 
cating an exportable surplus of only 72,000,- 
000 bu. 

Indian and Australian advices were of a 
favorable tenor, and on the continent grow- 
ing crop conditions were reported satisfac- 
tory. European stocks are fairly liberal, 
and consumers abroad appear to be in a se- 
eure position so far as supplies are con-
